3. The only development of any significance in Party Organ- 
ization and Operations No. 9 which was completed on 28 February 
was the inclusion for the first time of a detailed consideration 
of Communist tactics in the field of labor. This most important 
subject will be further expanded in future runnings of the course 
and can ultimately be developed to the point of its being offered 
as a separate short seminar. 
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
